His action had 
the effect of dissolving the 
N.A.A.C.P. in Arkansas 

Under a 1953 state law, the 
NAA.C.P. could regain is 
franchise by paying delinquent 
taxes and applying for rein- 
statement. 

Automatic Forfeiture. 


Failure to comply, the law 
| states, automatically forfeits 
all right to do business in Ar- 
kansas. 


The N.A.A.C.P., which con-

Like a 
surgeon he must be able to 
search through a mass of com- 
plex and contradictory details 
to the significant facts. Then, 
still like the surgeon, he must 
be able to operate coldly, clear- 
ly, and skillfully on the basis 
of the facts before him. 

What makes this task of fact 
finding so difficult is that Jp 
the stock market the facts of 
any situation come to us 


through a curtain of human 
emotions. The constant prob- 
lem of the speculator or ana- 
lvst is how to disentangle the 
cold. hard economic facts from 
the rather warm feclings of the 
people dealing with these facts

How to Speculate Wisely. 

skeptical about the 
usefulness of advice, I have 
been reluctant to lay down any 


“rules” or guidelines on how 
to invest or speculate wirely. 
Still. there are a number 


things I have learned from my 
which might 


own experience 
be worth listing for those who 
are able to muster the neces- 


sary self-discipline: 

1. Don’t speculate unless 
you can make it a full-time 
job. 

2. Beware of barbers, 
beauticians, waiters—of any- 
one — bringing gifts of “‘in- 
side” information or “tips.” 

3. Before you buy a se- 
curity, find out everything 
you can about the company, 
its management and compet- 
itors, its earnings and possi- 
bilities for growth. 

4. Don’t try to buy at the 
bottom and sell at the top. 
This can’t be done — except 
by liars. 

5. Learn how to take your 
losses quickly and cleanly. 
Don't expect to be right all 
the time. If you have made a 
mistake, cut your losses as 
quickly as possible. 

6. Don’t buy too many dif- 
ferent securities. Better have 
only a few investments which 
can be watched. 

7. Make a periodic reap- 
praisal of all your invest- 
ments to see whether chang- 
ing developments have al- 
tered their prospects. 

8. Study your tax position 
to know when you can sell 
to greatest edvantage. 

9. Always keep a good part 
of your capital in a cash re- 
serve. Never invest all your 
funds. 

10. Don’t try to be a jack 
ef all investments. Stick to 
the field you know best. 
These “rules” mainly reflect 
two lessons that experience has 
taught me—that getting the 
facts of a situation before act- 
ing is of crucial importance, 
and that getting these facts is 
a continuous job which re- 
quires eternal vigilance 

In no field is the old maxim 
—that a little knowledge is a 
dangerous thing—more _ vali 
than in investing 

Evaluating Companies. 

In evaluating individual com- 


panies three main factors 
should be examined 
First. the real assets of a 


company, the cash it has on 
hand over its indebtedness and 
what its physical properties are 
wortl 

Second. the franchise to do 
business that a company holds, 
which is another way of saying 
whether or not it makes some- 
thing or performs a _ service 
that people want or must have. 

Third. and most important, 
the character and brains of 
management. I'd rather have 
good management and _ less 
money than poor 
with a lot of money. Poor man- 
agers can ruin even a good 
proposition. The quality of the

What of the man or woman 
with modest savings’ who is 
simply looking for a fair re- 


turn on his or her savings and 
who cannot give full time to a 
study of investments? My ad- 
vice to such persons is to seek 


out some trusted investment 
counselor. The emergence ot 
this new profession of disin- 


terested and careful investment 
analysts, who have no alleg- 
iance or alliances and whose 
only job is to judge a security 
on its merits, is one of the 
more constructive and healthy 
developments of the last half 
century. 

There are several influences, 
though, which make it more 
difficult to judge the value of 
securities today than it was at 
the turn of the century. Two 
such forces are the ever- 
present threat of war and the 


continuing problem of infla- 
tion. 
The effect of these two 


threats—war and inflation—are 
worth intensive study because 
they illustrate so well the clash- 
ing motivations that impel peo- 
ple to invest in stocks. Some 
people invest in hope and con- 
fidence in the future of an en- 
terprise; others because of fear 
that the value of their capital 
will be lost through inflation. 
The main reason for the un- 
usual and puzzling behavior of 
the stock market in the years 
since World War II has been 
that BOTH these motivations 
were so active simultaneously. 

Many businesses have _ in- 
creased enormously in value. 
At the same time, we have felt 
the cumulative effects of the 
inflationary government pol- 
icies which have held sway 
for so long. Nor, at least as 
of this writing, has this infla- 
tion been halted.

The difficulty is that the Governor pro- 
poses to give St. Louis more than it has asked— 
or needs 

St. Louis has asked only that the 14 of 1 per 
cent ceiling specified in the earnings tax en- 
abling act be lifted—either by raising it to 1 
per cent, say, or by abolishing the ceiling alto- 
Blair proposes instead to abolish 
not merely the ceiling; he would do away with 
the entire state enabling act, and therein lies the 
danger. In the absence of any state enabling 
legislation, the city might not enjoy power to 
levv an earnings tax of any size. 

The forerunner of the present city earnings 
tax, the “city income tax” of the Kaufmann 
Administration, was declared void in a-unani- 
mous Missouri Supreme Court decision in 1947. 
That was the Carter Carburetor case. The court 
held that there was no specific authority for the 
tax either in the City Charter or the statutes, 
and that no such levy had ever received authori-

Some lawyers interpreted that opinion to 
mean that the city could adopt a tax of this na- 
ture by Charter action alone; that is, 
pendently of action by the Legislature.

The World of Senator Byrd 


Senator Byrd’s announcement that he will 
retire from the United States Senate in January, 
when his present term ends,-portends that soon 
he will have completed the record of his three 
decades as a national political figure. 


In the nation’s Capitol Senator Byrd has been 
for one thing reduced expenditures — and 
No President 
s been able to please him. He denounced the 
Franklin D Administration as the 
most wasteful in American history, said the 
‘Truman Democratic party” was a worse menace 
to this country than Russia, branded the Ejisen- 
hower budget worse than any of Roosevelt's or 
lruman’'s 


against virtually everything else.

He stood almost alone against the Social Se- 
curity Act of 1935—against relief bills to help 
the hungry and homeless during the depression 
of the "30s—against the Wagner Act, against the 
\Wage-Hour Act, against raising the minimum 
wage. In latter vears he has stood against the 
Marshall Plan and NATO 

In Virginia, Mr. Byrd gained the Governor's 
office by standing against a bond issue for roads. 
As Governor he won acclaim for reorganizing 
the state government and enacting an anti-lynch- 
ing law, In all his years as state machine boss, 
his influence on the state has been negative. 

Thanks to his penny-pinching, Virginia’s rec- 
ord in public education, mental hospitals and 
old-age pensions is a wretched one. His ma- 
chine controls county officials, school boards, 
electoral boards and public welfare boards. To 
inake control easier, the electorate is kept small 
and usually not more than 11 per cent of the 
voters select Virginia’s Governors. ‘“‘The mother 
of Presidents”” has tne smallest primary vote 
among all the states There are white adult 
Virginians who have never voted in their lives. 

At present “Boss” Byrd's rallying cry for his 
State is “massive resistance” to the United States 
Supreme Court's decision desegregating the pub- 
lic schools. Though he will step down from the 
Senate, “like all good citizens,” the retiring Sen- 
ator says, I will never lose my interest in pub- 
lic affairs." Presumably this means that in 


Virginia the Byrd machine will still be boss. 
It is a formidable record on which the Senior 
Senator from Virginia—and third ranking Dem- 
ocrat in seniority in the Senate—can look back 
at the age of 71. History will say whether there 
has been in his long political career any achieve- 
ment as affirmative as his role in private life 
as world's largest independent apple grower.

An Appeal for Confidence 

President Eisenhower js clinging to his view 
that economic conditions are bound to improve 
shortly, but this opinion appears to have been 
amended somewhat in recent weeks. 

Three weeks ago, in his economic report, Mr. 
Eisenhower stressed optimism. His new state- 
ment on the economy, issued in place of his 
press conference, mixes optimism with caution. 
If federal efforts are needed to stop the slump, 
he says, “They will be proposed—and in time.” 

The President also has issued a “fact paper” 
on major federal spending projects. This shows 
what is being done to improve an economy which 
the Administration still contends will improve 
largely by itself in a month or two. 

Such indications of corrective action are 
most reassuring. We assume the President is 
speaking of possible tax cuts or increased public 
works, for that is what Congress is speaking 
about now. And the latest unemployment fig- 
ures suggest that the Government may have to 
employ more of the economic tools at its com- 
mand. From December to: January, unemploy- 
ment rose more than in any one month since the 
depression of the ‘30s. The present figure is 
4,500,000 jobless: Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
predicts 5,000,000 by March 

March is the month which Mr. Eisenhower se- 
lects as the likely time for “the start of a pick- 
up in job opportunities.” His economic advisers 
must agree with him but many other economists 
do not. There is still a great deal of disagree- 
ment—and guesswork—about where the econo- 
my is heading. If that were not so, the Presi- 
dent would not be appealing for confidence and 
warning against being “fainthearted.” There is 
almost an echo here of the Roosevelt statement 
that ‘“‘we have nothing to fear but fear itself.” 

Most Americans, we think, are not faint- 
hearted. There is not much lack of confidence 
in the national economy for the long run. But 
there would be more confidence in the immedi- 
date economic future if the Administration 
stated frankly what it has in mind to do about 
a continued slump. 
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Bonn’s Sad Offer to London 


The West German government hardly can 
have pleased Great Britain by offering what 
amounts to a $280,000,000 down-payment on fu- 
ture purchases of arms and munitions in lieu of 
the $140,000,000 contribution to the support of 
British troops in Germany. 


Allowing the British to use the money for 
the time being without interest amounts to a 
“keep the change” gesture Undoubtedly it 
would be of some slight help in maintain- 
ing Britain’s payments balance, but it could be 
accepted only at a considerable sacrifice of Brit- 
ish dignity. And it would not meet the equitable 
Claim of London, or of Paris and Washington 
that Germany should contribute to her defense 
by NATO troops at least so long as her own 
NATO obligations remain unmet. 

The statement that this is the sole offer Bonn 
has been able to work out and that it still lacks 
parliamentary approval hardly makes it more 
attractive. Some German politicians, of course, 
favor the “demilitarization” of the country; but 
that is far from the official policy of the Ade- 
nauer regime. It may be*that governments al- 
ways must serve national interest exclusively. 
If so, the Bonn ministers must realize that the 
presence of Allied troops in Germany is in the 
interest of Germany as well as that of the other 
NATO nations.

More Left in Limbo 

The latest question left in limbo by the 
House subcommittee investigation of regulatory 
agencies concerns the law firm of Thomas E. 
Dewey, former Governor of New York. 

Representatives of Pan-American Airways 
charge that the Dewey firm received $150,000 
for “non-legal” work if a case in which Eastern 
Airlines won a new route from the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board. Gov. Dewey denies that, but is 
reported to have refused to give the House 
group records of his tirm. 

This is one sample of the blind alleys into 
which this important investigation has run. The 
other alleys involve the outgoing blast by Dr. 
Bernard Schwartz, ousted committee counsel of 
the former Moulder subcommittee. The New 
York University law professor said: 

I intended the investigation to strike at 
the very roots of the system of improper 
control of. the regulatory agencies, which 


are so vital to the everyday life of the Amer- 
ican people. 


I planned to expose the manner in which 
votes have been bought and sold in the 
granting of multi-million dollar licenses and 
tranchises. 


I planned to expose the octopus-like hold 
of big business upon the supposedly inde- 
pendent boards and commissions. 


[ planned to brig to light the machina- 
tions of the White House clique in control- 
ling the decisions of these agencies: Sher- 
man Adams, Gerald Morgan, Sinclair Weeks, 
Col. Gordon Moore, Thomas E. Dewey—the 
parts played by all of these were to be 
exposed in public hearings. 


The evidence brought out last week of 
dereliction on the part of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission—shocking though 
it was—was but a precursor of that which 
was to come. 


The flimsy and fictitious pretext used to 
fire me will deceive no one of the subcom- 
mittee’s true intent Their sole and only 
aim is to turn this important investigation 
into a whitewash. 


These are resounding charges but they also 
are grave ones. They involve many aspects of 
Government. Dr. Schwartz may be wide of the 
mark, and may have said things he cannot fully 
support.

The American people have been no- 
tified that science is no longer merely 
a gadget to while away the time of a 
few strange individuals in ivy-covered 
laboratories. In the same package, 
science is the key to a more fruitful 
life for mankind and to the survival 
of civilization. For that reason, the 
proposal to create a department of 
science at the Cabinet level is, we be- 
lieve, important.

It strikes us 
that a department of science would be 
the logical agency to carry on this in- 
creasingly important function of trans- 
lating foreign technical publications. 


Furthermore, such a department 
would be able to co-ordinate the en- 
tire scientific effort, and a secretary of 
science would be able to advise the 
President and other Cabinet officers 
of the wdys in which the new tech- 
nology might affect other aspects of 


Taxes Without Tears

SILK HATS AND NO BREAKFAST, 
by Honor Tracy. (Random House, 207 
pegs., $3.50.) 


It is difficult to imagine any modern 
visitor to Spain limiting his travelogue 
to scenic description. Not only have 
historical events aroused great feel- 
ing, but for Northerners—British par- 
ticularly—the passionate and disorgan- 
ized Spanish character seems to exert 
an overpowering fascination.

Establishment of a new department 
headed by a secretary of science is 
now sought by Democratic Senators 
Humphrey of Minnesota and Mc-

to believe that our problems can be 
resolved by the creation of a new de- 
partment. 

Several things are not yet clear. 
Are we inferior to the Soviet Union 
scientifically? There is a great deal 
more evidence to indicate that we are 
still way ahead of the Soviet in those 
areas of scientific research that are 
now going on without the hampering 
hand of Government, and the secrecy 
that is implicit in that relation. 

Are we looking to our real weak- 
nesses in thus seeking a political 
solution? Many educators and scien- 
tists believe that our fundamental soft- 
ness exists on a simple, almost prim- 
itive level of education—in our gram- 
mar schools and in our high schools— 
that our courses are not tough enough, 
and that our teachers are not trained 
well enough or provided in sufficient 
numbers. 

Many people believe that the 
National Science Foundation, headed 
by Dr. Alan T. Waterman, is doing a 
pretty good job now of allocating Gov- 
ernment support to scientific research 
under private auspices. Is there any 
indication that this can be done better 
by a political secretary of science? 

Quite likely, most scientists engaged 
in pure research will blanch at the 
prospect of further Government im- 
pingement in this field.

Lack of co-ordination is probably 
one of the country’s greatest defense 
weaknesses. Until this is overcome 
our defenses cannot be geared to the 
Space age and its highly scientific 
weapons. 

It is with that realization that Sen- 
ator John L. McClellan, Democrat, 
Arkansas, has introduced a bill to 
create a separate Department of Sci- 
ence and Technology in the Federal 
Government. Co- 
signer of the bill is 
Senator Hubert H. 
Humphrey (Dem.), 
Minnesota. 

The new depart- 
ment as authorized 
by the McClellan 
bill would be 
headed by a secre- 
tary appointed by 
the President and 
it would have the 
Senator Humphrey specific responsibil- 
ity of centralizing and co-ordinating 
civilian scientific functions of the Fed- 
eral Government. 

Legislation for the proposed scien- 
tific department would be handled by 
new Senate and House committees on 
science and technology to be set up by 
the Congress. 

Members of Congress do not take 
readily to suggestions that they relin- 
quish committee posts or even com- 
mittee functions and it is this require- 
ment of the realistic McClellan bill 
which may meet greatest opposition.

DUE IN TWO MONTHS 
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Head of American Group 
Hopes Pact May improve 
Coverage of Russia. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP) 
—Special Ambassador William 
S. B. Lacy predicted yesterday 
that the first swap of United 
States and Soviet ‘political’ 
broadcasts would take place 
within the next two months 

Lacy headed United 
States delegation nego- 
tiated a two-year agreement 
with the Soviet Union on ex- 
changing radio-TV broadcasts, 
film, scientists and other ex- 
perts over the next two years. 

Lacy told the National Press 
Club luncheon neither side in 
the three-month negotiation 
“sot all it wanted” but said it 
was a beginning toward pos- 
sibly closer United States-So- 
viet relations 

One thing the United States 
side failed to get was its No. 1 
proposal. This was to swap 
periodic and uncensored radio- 
TV commentaries on world 
events. Instead, the agreement 
called for spasmodic censored 
radio-TV programs discussing 
agreed-upon “international po- 
litical problems.” 

Lot of Work Ahead. 

Lacy said this was a “sensi- 
tive point to both sides.” He 
said “a lot of work” still was 
necessary to decide on specific 
dates for these broadcasts.

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GEORGES ROUAULT 
FRENCH ARTIST. DIES 


Leading Painter of Reli- 
gious Subjects Was One 
of Last of Les Fauves. 
PARIS, Feb. 13 (AP) 
Georges Rouault, the Twentieth 
Century's most famous painter 
of religious subjects, died today 


— 


at his home of uremia. He was 
86 vears old. 

He and Georges Braque 
were among the last of 
“L’Ecole de Paris’ (School of 
Paris) and “Les Fauves” (the 
wild beasts) who revolted 
against impressionism in 1906 


and turned French painting in 
a new direction. 

Mr. Rouault won his fame as 
a religious artist with his 
‘“Miserere.” a collection of 58 
engravings completed in 1927. 
The collection was an attempt 
to depict the tragedy of life in 
a stern but serene way. 


Born in a cellar during the 
helling of Paris in the 1871 
insurrection of the Commune, 
he started work at the age of 
14 in a Stained-glass factory 
where he developed his sense 
of art and color. He spent his 
lunch money to visit museums 
and attend night lectures on 
art 


His first teacher was Gustave 
Moreau, who died in 1898. His 
leaning to religions art began 
developing after he met the 
French Catholic writer, Leon 
Bloy, early in the 1900s 

His early paintings attracted 
little attention. He sold prac- 
tically nothing until he was 
past 40. A French art dealer, 
Ambroise Vollard, finally be- 
gan promoting his work and 
his reputation spread rapidly.

RESIGNATION OF 


FINANCE CHIEF 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 13 (AP) 
—Prime Minister Nehru today 
accepted the resignation of Fi- 
nance Minister T. T. Krishna- 
machari after an inquiry held 
him “ultimately” responsible 
for a “highly improper” gov- 
ernment stock purchase. 

Krishnamachari's resignation 
climaxed India’s biggest polit- 
ical scandal since it won inde- 
pendence in 1947. It may 
touch off a major reshuffle in 
Nehru’s \cabinet Meanwhile, 
Nehru himself took over the 
finance ministry 

Acceptance of the resigna- 
tion was announced after Par- 
liament received a report criti- 
cizing the investment of $3.,- 
276,000 of the nationalized life 
insurance corporation’s funds 
in the industrial empire of 
Haridas Mundhra, wealthy Cal- 
cutta business man

Mundhra was a “flam-

Krishnamachari is widely 
known in the United States and 
Europe, where he has been in- 
strumental in getting needed 
financial assistance for this 
hard-pressed country. 

He said he took no direct 
part in the investments, which 
were largely carried out by his 
deputies, but he acknowledged 
that he was ultimately respons- 
ible for his deputies. He said 
in a letter to Nehru the inquiry 
undoubtedly damaged his value 
as a minister—and that in 
these times India’s finances 
must be in the hands of a man 
whose moral and political pres- 
tige are high both at home and 
abroad 

Nehru accepted the resigna- 
tion with an expression of deep 
egret. He praised Krishnama- 
chari for outstanding service 
-and said he was convinced he 
'did not know much of what 
was going on in the matter ol 
the insurance investments. 

Krishnamachari, 59 years old, 
had been Finance Minister for 
two vears and in Nehru’s Cabi- 
net six years. He is hated by 
the Communists, and his high 


taxes and rigid economic con- 
trols were disliked by many 
business men. But even his 


enemies admitted he would be 
hard to replace 

Chagla’s report named Krish- 
namachari’s chief deputy, H 
M. Patel, as primarily con- 
cerned with the transaction.

DO YOU CARRY ON a run- 
ning battle with your family 
in an effort to persuade them 
to eat breakfast? And is it a 
losing battle that you are fight- 
ing? Well, lady, maybe you 
need to change your tech- 
nique, since lecturing them is 
getting you nowhere. If you 
can fight "em—don’'t join ’em, 
but tempt ’em. 

Chances are that they are 
just plain bored with the 
monotony of breakfast menus. 
Oh, they may plead a dozen 
other excuses, but boredom 
probably is the real reason. 
Try a change of pace (without 
fanfare or pleading) and see 
what happens. 

It's really not difficult. This 
page is filled with ideas for 
out-of-the-ordinary breakfast 
fare. But simply changing the 
manner in which a familiar 
food is served may work 
wonders. 

Do you serve orange juice 
morning after morning? For 
variety, why not serve orange 
bites? Just allow one golden

easy eating. Each piece is a 
bite which may be eaten as 
finger food, dipped in pow- 


dered sugar if desired. (Mighty 
nice served right before steam- 
ing French toast and little link 
Sausages.) 

Or why not try one of those 
new blends of frozen con- 
centrated fruit juices ‘men- 
tioned last week—remember, 
orange with pineapple or 
grapefruit with pineapple? 

Another thought is to make 
use of those bargain-priced 
apples now in local markets 
and substitute a baked apple 
for the morning juice. 

(Put it on to bake while you 
do the dinner dishes and 
refrigerate over night, if you 
prefer.) 

Other eye-openers: a dish of 
stewed rhubarb (Michigan 
rhubarb is moderately priced 
now); bananas and cream, or. 
fresh pineapple cubes. 

We hope that these sugges- 
tions have started your imagi- 
nation to working so that you 
can take it from here and de- 
vise similar ways in which to 


vary the other customary 
breakfast foods.

Now let's analyze the results 
of this week's survey of local 
food supplies. It is still a little 
early to say with certainty just 
how severely the Florida citrus 
has been damaged by the re- 
cent freeze down there. 

Present indications are that 
the grapefruit has not been 
hurt as badly as the oranges. 
The damage to the oranges goes 
back to the freeze in early 
December, and there seems to 
be little doubt that they are 
severely hurt. This shortage 
may affect the prices on Cali- 
fornia and Arizona fruit be- 
cause of heavier demands, so 
chances are that fresh oranges 
may be high, as will tangerines 
and Temple oranges. 

Lemons are still a good buy, 
and although limes are slightly 
more expensive they aren't out 
of reason. 

Florida avocados may have 
been hurt but this shouldn’t be 
too big a problem since they 
were near the end of their 
season anyway, with California 
taking over on that mellow 
fruit. 

+. =: * 

Although reports are not 
definite at the time this is 
being written as to damage on 
Florida fruits, there is little 
question that the tender vege- 
ables have been severely 
affected. 

There fs just no point in 
being unrealistic about this: 
you might as well be prepared 
to pay more money this week 
for many fresh vegetables. And 
this might be a wise time to 
weigh carefully the relative 
prices of canned and frozen 
vegetables versus fresh. (Don't 
forget that push on canned 
peas that we have been telling 
you about since the first of 
the month.) 

Forget about squash unless 
you are willing to pay premi- 
um prices; it will be ridicu- 
lously high. Peppers are com- 
manding such fancy figures 
that it is absurd; string beans 
are virtually non-existent. This 
also is true of eggplant, and 
the little that is coming 
through is of inferior quality. 
The same applies to corn. 

Other vegetables which are 
luxury-priced this week in- 
clude cucumbers, oysterplant, 
peas, celery, and California as- 
paragus. 

So what vegetables fall with- 
in the moderate price category? 
Well, let’s see. Beets, broccoli,

Varied 1 in Many Ways 


COME FEBURARY OR 
MARCH, many a New Year's 
resolution to serve the family 
a good breakfast, daily, begins 
to waver. Like as not, the dif- 
ficulty is due to a lack of menu 
variety. Perhaps the family in- 
sists that breakfast isn’t break- 
fast without, toast and eggs, 
and, how does one vary , this 
order? 


The French have had the 
answer for ages—it’'s French 
toast—a thrifty, tasty dish, now 
with myriad versions. Some 
culinary legends attribute its 
creation to the skill of German 
or Spanish cooks, while others 
have called it Nun’s -Toast. 

Whatever the name, it is ba- 
sically a dish made by dipping 
bread into an egg and milk 
mixture, then frying the slices 
until they are golden brown. 
From enriched bread to whole 
wheat or English muffins, the 
entire gamut of breads are 
ideal for this breakfast dish.

BELIN WONT TELL 
ABOUT HIS DEGREES

KANSAS CITY, Feb. 13 — 
Clyde Bélin, B.B.A., Th. B., Th 
M., Th. D., Ph. D., president of 
bankrupt Belin Memorial Uni- 
versity, Chillicothe, Mo., in- 
voked the Fifth Amendment's 
protection against self-incrim- 
ination when he was asked to 


explain those initials yester- 
day. 
Belin told a federal bank- 


ruptcy referee here that if he 
answered any questions about 
himself before the time he at- 
tended a school of theology at 
Clarksville, Tenn., it might in- 
criminate him 

Creditors who brought about 
the hearing are seeking to col- 
lect about $200,000 in allegedly 
unpaid bills. The school at- 
tracted close to 200 students 
last fall with a glowing cata- 
logue which described a liberal 
arts college, a Bible college. a 
college of engineering subse- 
quently disclosed to have only 
one teacher, and a journalism 
school, where the faculty was 
one printer 

Some of the students found 
themselves on. short rations 
when financial] difficulties be- 
came apparent last November. 
particularly 17 foreign students 
who were left stranded. 

Belin testified at the bank- 
ruptey hearing that his finan- 
cial troubles stemmed from a 


plan drawn up by two Dallas 
attorneys for transplanting his 
Belin Pentecostal University 
from St. Louis to the campus 
of the defunct Chillicothe Busi- 
ness College in February 1956 
He said the attorneys ar- 
ranged for a $1,650.000 bond 
issue, and that he was to get 
about $300,000 to move the 
school. The bonds were held 
by two Texas insurance com- 
panies. Belin said the trouble 
Started when the bonds began 
turning up in the open market. 
Approximately $735,000 worth 
of the bonds are tied up now 
in the receivership of the In- 
surance Company of. Texas, 
part of the financial empire 
that collapsed under BenJack 
Cage Cage has an appeal 
pending from a 10-year prison 
sentence for embezzlement 
The bankruptcy hearing was 
recessed until March 12 after 
Belin told about the bond issue 
and invoked the Fifth Amend- 
mens. An earlier investigation 
by the Post-Dispatch failed to 
show any evidence Belin had 
attended the schools listed in 
his catalogue as having con- 
ferred on him the academic 
titles appended to his name.

The maximum sentence. on 
conviction could be life im- 
prisonment,. 


Rhodes’s chief counsel, Lt 
Col, John F. Hummel, told ‘the 
court yesterday the prosecution 
has produced no actual proof 
there was a conspiracy or that 
Rhodes was part of one. He 
called Hayhanen’s testimony all 
hearsay. However, his motion to 
throw it out on grounds of ir- 
relevancy was denied. 

Hayhanen told yesterday of 
working closely with Col. Ru- 
dolph Abel of the Soviet se- 
cret police, whom he described 
as “resident agent” in New 
York for an espionage ring. He 


later broke with Abel and the 
Russians 

Last October, Hayhanen was 
a key witness at a trial in 


Brooklyn, N.Y., which resulted 
in Abel's conviction on espio- 
nage charges. 

He testified yesterday 
never had met or even 
Rhodes until a pretrial con- 
ference in November, but said 
he had tried without success to 
find Rhodes after the ser- 
geants return to this country 

He identified what he said 
was a copy of a message from

Here’s How on Flat Dumplings 


By Hoyt Alden 


THE TROUBLE WITH ME, 
says one of my feminine read- 
ers in reference to recent re- 
marks on the subject of dump- 
lings, is that I just don’t know 
what I’m talking about. Oh, 
she admits, I'm on safe ground 
where the drop dumplings are 
concerned, but it’s plain to 
anyone that I'm in over my 
head when I get on the subject 
of flat dumplings. 


Well, I said all along I was 
a drop dumpling man, and that 
any resemblance my remarks 
about flat dumplings had to the 
real thing was purely coinci- 
dental. This reaction to the 
flat dumpling was brought 
about as a result of many en- 
counters with flat dumplings, 
none of them happy. 

Well, says our reader, that’s 
just because we never got the 
right recipe or the right meth- 
od. There’s more to making a 
flat dumpling, she said, than 
meets the eye, and here’s the 
way it’s done, according to her 
grandmother's recipe which is 
a family treasure: 

First, you mix together two 
cups of flour and a half cup 
of vegetable shortening, and 
work them together with your 
fingers until they’re as well 
mixed as you can get them. 
Then you add one beaten egg, 
a half cup of milk and a tea- 
spoon of salt, and make a 
dough which you turn out on 
a board. 

Then you start working more 
flour into it, and kneading it, 
and working in more flour until 
it simply won't hold any more 
flour. Then you roll it out as 
thin as though you were going 
to make noodles. Then you cut 
it in strips. 

And here, she says, is where 
I'm off base again. You may 
put drop dumplings on top of 
the stewed chicken, but not 
flat dumplings. No indeedy. 
After you have cooked a good- 
sized, very fat, stewing hen, 
you take the hen out of the pot. 
But bear in mind that it has to 
be a fat hen so your pot liquor 
is very greasy. .‘s 

Okay, take the bird out o 
the pot, have the liquor just 
bubbling and put the strips of 
dough in gently, until the 
whole batch is in. Put the lid 
on tight and cook them for 12 
to 15 minutes. 

In all fairness, I'm going to 
give this recipe a try, and if 
they're as good as our reader 
says they are, we'll take back 
everything we ever said about 
flat dumplings. 


AND HERE’S another read- 
er who wants to know if we 
can give her a recipe for rum 
cakeike she used to buy many 
years ago at an old-fashioned 
bakery which is now out of 
business.

good sponge cake and proceed 
from there. 

The original baba, which 
originated in Poland several 
centuries ago, was made from 
a dough raised with yeast and 
heavily flavored with rum, or 
brandy, or both, and baked in 
a tall, specia] tube pan. Rum 
syrup had to be heated to ex- 
actly the right temperature 
and poured on a little at a 
time as the cake absorbed it 
and swelled to about twice its 
size. Something which only 
the experts could do. 


Now if you want to make a 
quick and simple baba au rhum, 
get a thirsty sponge cake and 
make a rum sauce. Cook a cup 
of sugar with three fourths of 
a cup of water until it reaches 
the soft ball stage. Take it off 
the fire and add a fourth of a 
cup of rum. When it cools, soak 
the cake with it. Then you can 
decorate it with candied fruit, 
blanched almonds, candied 
cherries and so forth, and fill 
the center opening with rum 
flavored whipped cream. 


IF YOU WANT something 
not quite so ready-made, but 
not as difficult as the original 
baba mentioned above, try 
this:

baking powder, three fourths 
of a tablespoon of salt and one 
and a fourth cups of sugar in 
a sifter and sift it over the 
shortening.

Now make the rum sauce. 
Combine in a saucepan a half 
cup of sugar, three fourths ofa 
cup of apricot nectar, a teaspoon 
of lemon juice and a half cup 
of rum. Stir it over low heat 
until the sugar is dissolved and 
it begins to boil. Take it off 
the heat. 


Pour half the boiling sauce 
in the cake pan, put the cake 
back in, and pour the rest over 
the cake. When it has cooled, 
cover it, put it in the icebox 
to soak overnight. You can 
serve it with lightly sweetened 
whipped cream in the center, 
or, if you don’t use a tube pan, 
you can cover it all over with 
whipped cream. If you want 
you can flavor the whipped 
cream with rum. 


FINALLY, for the richest

Cut a porous sponge cake into 
three layers.

Again this is the 
physician’s task and he usually can perform it 
successfully.

WE DROPPED IN on the 
Bildors’ Home Show at the 
Arena the other afternoon 


where, among other things, we 
ate some Ohio cheese (Swiss), 
some Rocky Mountair fudge 
and some smoked = sausage;

food chopper which he swore 
he would eat, blade and all, if 
it didn’t work just as well when 
you got it home as it did there, 
watched another man demon- 
strate a mechanical needle 
threader which he assured us 
was just what the world has 
been needing, saw some brick- 
layers lay some brick, looked 
at more aluminum awnings and 
windows than we really cared 
to see, saw the kitchen of to- 
morrow demonstrated by a me- 
chanical man from the world of 
yesterday and came to the con- 
clusion that the chief reason 
we're behind the Russians is 
simply that all the best brains 
have been working on the 
American kitchen 

This year's mode! kitchen is 
a sort of composite, using the 
most advanced gadgets of the 
various manufacturers, and any 
woman will find it a joy to 
operate—as soon as she has 
four years at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and 60 
hours flying time. 

It all fits into one wall of a 
kitchen. It measures 18 feet 
in length, and starting at the 
right are a couple of ovens 
built into the wall, each with 
separate functions, and each 
with more dials and controls 
than you'll find on the instru- 
ment panel of a medium 
bomiber You can set dials 
which will make the ovens do 
everything to a rib roast but 
carve it and serve it up. 

The good old stove has been 
replaced by what they call a 
“surface cooking unit,” which 
unfolds out of the wall like the 
wash basin in a Pullman room- 
ette. Next to that is a box-like 
unit called an appliance center 
which has three plugs on pul- 
leys, which you can pull out 
to plug into your various cook- 
ing gadgets, with a set of dials 
which control time and tem- 
perature for each unit. 

Under the sink is a deep 
freeze unit, a new . fangled 
dishwasher, some stainless 
steel drawers called hot food 
servers where you can keep 
the dinner while the guests 
have .another six rounds of 
drinks, and an under-sink ice

box which has an ice cube 
maker which will make ice 
cubes and drop them out auto- 
matically at the rate of 38 
pounds of ice cubes every day, 
unless you do something about 
it It has an automatic regu- 
lator. 

The water heating system, a 
compact square unit, is also 
under the sink and it turns out 
300 gallons of hot water a day. 
At the left end of the panel is 
the washing machine and the 
clothes dryer, both built into 
the wall, one on top of the 
other, all of which leaves the 
Little Woman nothing to do 
but push buttons and set dials 
from morning to night. Wom- 
an'’s work is never done. 

ONE THING about it, though, 
she can do it in beautiful sur- 
roundings. Never has the 
American kitchen bloomed as 
it blooms this year. Cabinets 
and sinks and utilities come in 
pale and somewhat antiseptic 
shades of blue, green, vellow, 
pink and lavender. Or there is

Tracks in the Snow at Possum Trot 


By Leonard Hall 


ON ANY STILL DAY after 
a fall of snow we enjoy walk- 
ing out across the farm to see 
how the wild creatures are 
faring. Sometimes a bad storm 
will keep the birds and small 
fur bearers hidden in their 
cover for an extra day. Yet 
most of them must “fire their 
boilers” with food at frequent 
intervals, since energy created 
in this way is their safeguard 
against cold. Thus they are 
out and abroad as soon as the 
weather moderates—and then 
the story of their numbers and 
travels can be read from their 
tracks in the mantle of white 
that covers the land. 


Often we have pointed out 
that wildlife numbers depend 
ultimately on the carrying ca- 
pacity of the territory they 
occupy—which is to say, upon 
the amount and suitability of 
food and cover—with weather 
as an important secondary 
factor. Nothing could prove 
this more clearly than our 
walks through the fields and 
woods during recent snows. 


One jaunt took us down 
along Saline creek as it flows 
through Possum Trot farm. 
Here is a strip of “wild land” 
which has not been grazed for 
several seasons and would nor- 
mally make fine wildlife cover. 
It was plain from the record in 
the snow, however, that the 
floods of last season which 
brought torrents sweeping 
down the valley had wiped out 
most of the small mammals 
living there. In this area we 
found countless fox tracks; 
neat, round impressions in the 
snow that run in a straight line 
and are about 10 inches apart. 
But the dearth of other tracks 
convinced us Reynard was hav- 
ing a hard time with his 
hunting. 


Normally we would find here 
regular paths beaten through 
the tall grass by the cotton- 
tails. Along the creek and 
around the ponds we might see 
the hand-like imprint of rac- 
coon and smaller paw-prints of 
the striped skunk. Both these

Squirtels are also’. inactive 
now: and soon their young will 
be born in snug dens in hollow 
limbs, high in the larger trees. 
These young develop slowly, 
remaining blind for a month, 
but make rapid progress there- 
after. Most numerous of all, 
however, should be tracks of 
the small rodents; white-footed 
and deer mice and meadow 
voles—and the shrews which 
belong to a different family. 


of good food and 
cover for the small seed- 
eaters, we found almost no 
tracks along the creek or in 
the flanking fields which had 
been covered by high water. 
But we decided this was nat- 
ural, since the creek had 
spread to a width of a quar- 
ter-mile; a greater distance 
than any of the smaller an-

imals could swim. More- 
over, last summer’s floods 
came when these _ species 


were raising their young, so 
that most of the year's pop- 
ulation was drowned. 


It would be easy to conclude, 
from the large number of fox 
tracks and the _ scarcity of 
tracks of other species which 
normally form Reynard’s prey, 
that he was responsible for this 
scarcity. Yet this is almost 
certainly not the case. I doubt 
that the fox population:is up; 
indeed, it is more apt to have 
declined as the foxes move into 
areas where food is plentiful. 
Moreover, those that remain 
are unusually active, since they 
must cover more territory in 
their hunting. As for the scar- 
city of the other creatures that 
normally live in the good cover 
along Saline creek, we at least 
know these empty “environ- 
mental niches” will fill up rap- 
idly in a normal season. 


On the high ground atop the 
limestone bluff, far above the 
reach of high water, the tracks 
in the snow tell a different 
story. Here are regular boule- 
vards through the briar patch- 
es where the cottontails have

gone about their affairs on the 
bright moonlit nights. At the 
foot of a big red oak we dis- 
cover the tracks of a squirrel— 
and on a limestone ledge near- 
by, we see where he has en- 
joyed a meal of acorns. Tiny 
tracks of the shrew appear 
from a hole no bigger than my 
thumb beside a dry ragweed 
stalk, travel across the open 
for six feet, then disappear be- 
side another weed stalk. 
distinguish three _ different 
kinds of mouse 
the countless trails but haven't 
the knowledge to attach these 
to their proper owners. 


On this high ground we 
also find many tracks of the 
seed-eating birds; of bob- 
white and smaller species 
such as junco and field spar- 
row. Our hedges of multi- 
flora rose have greatly in- 
creased the winter habitat 
for many birds, providing 
food and shelter and en- 
abling them to stay with us 
during cold weather, just as 
the mechanical corn-picker 
has made it unnecessary for 
many wild waterfowl to mi- 
grate farther south. It would 
be no exaggeration to say 
that our hedges shelter and 
feed more than 50 mocking- 
birds, not to mention white- 
throats and _ white-crowns, 
cardinals and other species. 


One thing more we noted as 
we came hiking back to the
